The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyndeborough in 
the County of Hillsborough in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lyndeborough on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
March, next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. Namely: town of- 
ficers’ salaries, town officers’ expenses, election and reg- 
istration expenses, expenses of town hall and other 
buildings, police department, fire department, health 
department, vital statistics, auto and dog fees, town 
maintenance of highways and bridges, street lighting, 
general expenses of highway department, town road 
aid, libraries, town poor, old age assistance, Memorial 
Day and other celebrations, aid to soldiers and their 
families, parks and playgrounds, cemeteries, Monad- 
nock Region, interest on temporary loans, on long term 
notes, on principal of trust funds used by town, pay- 
ment on notes in anticipation of taxes, serial and long 
term notes, county taxes, payments+to school districts. 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept State T. R. 
A. for construction of ClassV roads and raise and appro- 
priate or set aside for said purpose the sum of $800.00. 
4. To see if the town will vote to close the road lead- 


ing across Hadley Bridge. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00 to tar the road leading from 
South Lyndeborough village up Putnam Hill so called 
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and to tar the hill between the state highway and the 
Boston and Maine railroad tracks on the road leading 
to Elmer Cook’s, the remainder to be used to reXar ole 
tar roads. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for continuing the work on 
the new section of the South Cemetery. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $750.00 to pay off the Congregational 
Church Fund Note. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for a new fire alarm system 
to work with Wilton. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 for new fire hose for the fire 
department. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $64.00 (1/100 of 1% of the valuation ) 
to the Monadnock Region of Southern New Hampshire 
for the issuance and distribution of printed matter, 
newspaper and magazine advertising calling attention 
to the resources and natural advantages of the town, in 
cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns of the 
Monadnock Region. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for the control of White Pine 
Blister Rust. 

12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the se- 
lectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

18. To see if the town will vote to allow the select- 
men to distribute inventory blanks at the time of tak- 
ing inventory April Ist. 

14. To see if the town will vote to accept the budget 
as prepared by the budget committee, or make any al- 
terations thereto. 


15. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeborough: 


I respectfully submit my fourth annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. 


Instruction: 

Iam pleased to report that the Lyndeborough Public 
School, under the able instruction of Mrs. Adelaide 
Herrick and Mrs. Alice Smith, is continuing to show 

excellent progress. Definite emphasis is being placed 
on the fundamental tools of learning, namely Reading, 
Writing, Arithmetic, and Language Arts. These areas 
of learning are being supplemented by a knowledge 
of the essentials of living as health, science and social 
understandings. Your teachers are conscious of contem- 
porary methods of teaching and are willing to avail 
themselves of every oppor tunity to improve themselves 
professionally. At present Mrs. Herrick is enrolled in a 
Guidance Course at Wilton, given by Keene Teachers 
College. Visual aids have played an active part in stimu- 
lating learning in your school. The teachers and pupils, 
through Beawiris organized by them and enthusiasti- 
cally supported by the townspeople, have been able to 
raise enough money to procure a “film strip’ machine 
and purchase film strips for use in classroom instruc- 
tion. This type of instruction has been particularly help- 
ful to the slow reader. It is hoped that before the close 
of the present school year, that our school, in coopera- 
tion with the various organizations in town, will be able 
to purchase a sound-movie projector. Thus we will be 
able to bring into the school, and into group meetings 

experiences ‘that many of us would not otherwise have, 
at a very reasonable cost. 


Health Supervision: 

The health program is under the supervision of Miss 
Sybil Beatham, and close attention is given to the health 
of our children. An attempt is made to keep all parents 
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informed of the health condition’ of their children. For 
further details on the services rendered by the School 
Nurse I refer you to the School Nurse Report. 


School Lunch Program: 

This fall a school lunch program was started under 
the supervision of Mrs. Harry ‘Holt. It has been pro- 
gressing exceptionally well and the children have been 
pr ovided a nour ishing, hot, Class “A” noon lunch at a 
very nominal fee. The program is financially assisted 
by the Federal School Lunch Program, thus we have 
been able to keep the price down to 15c per pupil, per 
meal. However, increased food costs may make it neces- 
sarry to increase the price of the meal. This will be de- 
layed as long as possible. 


Transportation: 

The school transportation routes are being efficient- 
ly and economically operated by Mr. Guy Draper and 
Mr. Arthur Lord. Mr. Draper operates the town and 
Wilton Routes, and Mr. Lord transports those pupils 
in the North Lyndeborough area to Francestown. 


“No School” Policy 

The “No School’policy as set forth by the Lynde- 
borough School Board is as follows. If the weather and 
road conditions are such that it is dangerous or impos- 
sible for the school bus to operate, the school will be 
closed. Every effort will be made by the School Board 
to contact the parents in the outlying areas and along 
the bus route by telephone. Also arrangements have 
been made with the radio station WOTW in Nashua 
to broadcast the “No School” message. This informa- 
tion is usually available to the School Board between 
7:00 and 7:15 A. M. On stormy days, parents are en- 
couraged to use their own judgment and keep their 
children home if they feel that it is in the best interests 
of health and safety to do so. 


Playground Facilities: 

Our playground area has been quite satisfactory. 
This fall a new basketball court was marked out and 
standards raised. Our swing and see-saw equipment 
is in good condition and constantly used. Perhaps it 
would be well to consider at some future date the pur- 
chase of a slide for the younger children. We still have 
some grading to do and rocks and stones to remove be- 
fore the area can be called completed. 


Improvements to Building: 

The past year additional closet space has been add- 
ed to the hallway of the school building. Mr. Harry 
Holt, presented the School Board with a small sink and 
this has been installed in the teachers’ room. It has 
served many purposes, and has been most helpful in our 
lunch program. 


Finance: 

Every effort has been made to offer our young peo- 
ple an adequate education as economically as possible. 
The budget as submitted for 1951-52 provides for only 
actual necessities. An analysis of the School Board’s 
budget shows that the larger increases are due to tui- 
tions, teachers’ salaries and transportation. We have 
no control over tuitions since they are set by the “re- 
ceiving’ districts. Tuitions have increased in both Mil- 
ford and Wilton from $200 per pupil to $225 per pupil, 
attending high school. Tuitions in grades seven and 
eight in both schools have increased from $100 to $120 
per pupil in Milford and $125 per pupil in Wilton. The 
limit that both districts can charge is $252.04 for each 
high school pupil and $152.60 for each elementary pu- 
pil, these being the state averages. Francestown has 
also increased its tuition rate to $125.00. Thus it will 
be noted that an increase of $1905.00 is attributed to 
tuitions. All other increases are the result of increased 
costs of materials and services and merely reflects the 
economic conditions in the nation. 
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State Aid: 

The status of State Aid is uncertain and dependent 
upon the attitude of the present Legislature toward 
state assistance for education. The amount estimated 
by the School Board as income is based upon the State 
Aid Bill now pending. This amount may be increased 
or decreased, dependent upon the action taken. 


Conclusion: 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the parents. 
citizens of Lyndeborough, and the School Board, for 
the excellent cooperation and fine assistance that has 
been given to the teachers and me in our endeavor to 
provide a sound educational program for the children 
of Lyndeborough.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


As School Nurse I made eleven visits to the Lynde- 
borough Public School for the purpose of inspecting 
the children. The first part of the year there were many 
upper respiratory infections among the pupils which 
resulted in some absenteeism. There was one case of 
chicken pox in the spring and during the fall there has 
been eight cases of the disease. Poison ivy, whooping 
cough, and one case of red eyes have also taken their 
toll among the students. 

There were four cases of pediculosis which have 
vielded to prolonged treatment. Five children showed 
enlarged tonsils, while four children need dental care. 

By means of the Snellon chart I tested the children’s 
eyes and found one child who was near-sighted and 
two others who had deficiency in vision but who have 
glasses. 

I have tried to approach the prevention of disease 
from a realistic angle and each time that I have inspect- 
ed the children have stressed the importance of person- 
al cleanliness and good health habits as one way of 
preventing disease. The teachers are cooperating in 
this work in the day by day inspection. 

The completion of the Fluorine treatment at the 
Federal Public Health Clinic has caused an aroused 
interest in the care of teeth and the prevention of decay. 

I hope to have the audiometer soon with which to 
re-test the hearing of the children.
